7th the Board of Appeals approved

Building Inspector Minot Ander- 
son had told the board that Bel- 
bin’s proposal would mean that the 
garage would be within four feet 
of the lot line. 

The approval was given to a pro- 
posal in which the garage would not 
be closer to the lot line than the 
law allows,

things to all men, in the skating 
world - hockey, figure skating, 
etc., but ithas never had the neces- 
sary financial backing, 

The skaters pay 50 cents (under 
16) dues a year, over 16, $2, and

non-skaters pay $2, this being the 
major source of regular funds for 
the club. 

It was back in 1943 that the club 
began - no one knows just exactly 
when. It began as a neighborhood 
organization - no name. A couple 
of years later the late Tony Tar- 
Ticone was elected President, Se- 
cretary and Treasurer, and the 
club was on a little more formal 
footing. 

The first rink, an old cow-pond 
mentioned in the will of Wilming- 
ton’s first settler, and known today 
as Berry’s Pond, was, and still is 
at the corner of Chestnut Street 
and Butters Row. It was on this 
pond that the early members of 
the club began their skating car- 
eers, the Spear’s, the Backman’s, 
the Hinxman’s, the De Tato’s and 
the Galvins, 

The kids, and their parents, cut 
back the brush and made the pond 
as large as possible, but it was 
still small, and it was here that 
the original corner cutting tech- 
niques of the club began, an im- 
portant technique in the rough and 
tumble of Speed Skating, as it is 
practiced in the United States today 

Speed Skating, North American 
sytle, 1s a rough sport, much akin 
in its philosophy to that of hockey, 
where, if the judges aren’t looking 
the skaters will ‘gang up’ on an 
individual who is a favorite to win, 
and where there has been more than 
one ‘accidental’ tripping. 

North American skating is com- 
pletely different from the stylized 
Olympic Skating, generally prac- 
ticed in Europe, so much so that 
American skaters have a difficult 
time getting accustomed to Euro- 
pean styles, 

And, while the club was sort of 
founded around 1943, it wasn’t even 
until 1945 that the members began 
to consider themselves as a club, 
and not until 1947 that the club was 
incorporated, with a lot of assis- 
tance from Ralph Currier of Bout- 
well Street, then one of the more 
important employees in the Mass- 
achusetts Secretary of State’s Of- 
fice. 

In those days the Hearst Boston 
Daily Record had, every year, an 
event known as the Silver Skates, 
and suddenly, in Wilmington, ska- 
ting became an important part of 
the curriculum of the youngsters, 
Carl ‘Bucky’ Backman, one of the 
original founders, and a semi-pro 
in the 1930's in hockey ( A Woburn 
club ) was the man who taught many 
of the youngsters the rudiments of 
speed skating. 

In his own way Carl has been one 
of the backbone members of the 
club, He and his family - later 
called the ‘Flying Backmans’, were 
members of the Bay State Skating 
Club, since 1942, 

Carl was among the members who 
went-to the School Committee in 
1945 and negotiated a ‘gentleman’s 
agreement’ where the members of 
the club were allowed to excavate 
an area behind the old abandoned 
South School, a low area, and make 
a rink.* 

Two years later, in 1947, the older 
members of the club, feeling that 
a ‘gentlemen’s agreement’ with the 
School Committee wasn’t quite suf- 
ficient, went to the Town Meeting 
and formally asked for the loan of 
the land, The land, and the old 
schoolhouse have been Skating Club 
headquarters ever since. 

Revenues, for the club, in those 
days, came the hard way. The la- 
dies would cook a bean supper, and 
the men would pay 35¢ to eat it, 
Once in a while Mrs Tarricone 
would take over, and it would be a 
spaghetti supper, Italian style. 

For four years the men of the 
club worked - pick and shovel, with 
some help from an old tractor, 
felling trees, excavating, leveling, 
and the rink was ready in the win- 
ter of 1949 - the first rink of the 
Wilmington Skating Club. 

In 1951 the club picked up the 
remnants of a portable fence, made 
for recreation purposes back in. 


*In 1954, in recognition of 
his prowess in the assistance 
of the children of the club, 
Carl was awarded a cup as the 
‘World’s Champion Skate Sharp-

Adminstration project, and the 
fence was erected on the Ice.

Wilmington, about this time, was 
a ‘skating mad’ town, With a popu- 
jation of about 7000 there wouldbe 
1200 or more spectators from Wil- 
mington, at those annual Silver 
Skates events, generally held in 
late January.

known reason, the B&M decided 
not to accomodate the Wilmington 
fans, and the Mcintyre Bus Lines 
of North Reading, contractors for 
the school busses, supplied over 
20 busses, each carrying 50 peo- 
ple, which was in addition to the 
hundreds who went in by car, 
George Spanos, who owned ares-

line, 


sters, would make arrangements 
with the Boston Daily Record for 
whole blocks of seats at the Gar- 
den, and he and enthusiastic young- 
sters would convert bed sheets and 
yards of muslin into streaming 
banners, bearing the name of the 
Wilmington Skating Club, to festoon 
the bleachers in the Garden, 

The Boston Daily Record thought 
this was wonderful, andevery year 
would send an artist to Wilmington 
to make sketches of some of the 
more prominent skaters, andthese 
sketches, together with sketches 
of overloaded trainloads of fans 
heading for Boston, would bea fea- 
ture of the sports page, in one of 
the days preceding the annual Sil- 
ver Skates. Many ofthese cartoons 
are to be found today, in the tro- 
phis and mementos of the Wilming- 
ton skaters - how they, too, loved 
the idea! 

There would be anywhere from 30 
to 70 entries in the Silver Skates, 
from the Wilmington Skating Club, 
and several dozen prizes of vary- 
ing degree would be proudly bourne 
home - always with two or three, 
or more, first ‘blues’, 

It is practically impossible to 
compute the number of Wilmington 
youngsters who took part in the 
Silver Skates events between 1947 
and say, 1958, when the last of them 
as held. Among the more promi- 
nent, of course, were the Backman 
youngsters, ‘ The Flying Back- 
mans’ and Jeanne Ashworth, 

Leon Backman, at the age of 11, in 
1947, won the North Americantitle 
in the Midget Class, the first Wil- 
mington national championship, and 
in 1950 he won the National Juve- 
nile Championship, in Colorado. 
His sister Janet ( now Mrs Janet 
Tighe) won the North American 
Intermediate Indoors Champion- 
ship in 1950, and two years later 
the No. American Senior Indoor, 
Setting four new records, Since 
then she has gone on to winthe Race 
of the Champions, in New York, in 
1955, the Eastern Seaboard in 1959 
and 1962 (setting four new records) 
and the Eastern Seaboard Indoor 
matches in 1961 and 1962, 

Jeanne Ashworth, one might say, 
was first heard of through the 
Silver Skates. She was not a star- 
ter with the Wilmington Skating 
Club, but had taught herself to 
skate on a small pond where Avco 
is now, but she suddenly blos- 
somed out to be the fastest girl 
in her class, and one of the best 
supporters of the Wilmington Ska- 
ting Club. 

Jeanne, with her sturdy legs and 
winning spirit, won every prize 
to be offered by the Silver Skates, 
probably the only person ever to 
do so, Most of these were won by 
skating against girls two yearsold 
er than herself, for she was too 
good to skate against girls her own 
age. 

She lost only one race in those 
years, and that wasa heartbreaker 
The rules were that if a contest- 
ant fell before the first corner was 
reached the race was off, and had 
to be started over again, 

In one race of the girls fell, be- 
fore reaching that corner, and 


Jeanne went back to the starting 
only to discover that the 
whistle had not been blown, and 
the other girls were half a lap 
or more ahead of her, 

It was a 16 lap race, and Jeanne 
took off. Jeanne overtook the win- 
ner one foot beyond the finish 
line. 

Jeanne, as everyone knows, went 
on to win all four of the National 
and North American Champion- 
ships, and is the fastest woman 
on the ice today, in North Amer- 
ica, She was the only American 
woman to win a medal (third place) 
in the 1960 Olympic Speed Skating, 

Janet and Jeanne made Skating 
History for Wilmington, in 1952, 
when the two girls won in their 
respective classes, in the North 
American championships inCham- 
paign, Mlinois, Jeanne, then 13 
years old, won the Juvenile Champ 
fonship, and Janet won the Senior 
Women’s Championship, setting 
four new Indoor Records, 

When they returned to Wilmington 
they were met by Police Cruisers 
and Fire Engines at the Town line, 
and a holiday was declared for all 
the public schools. What a cele- 
bration! 

After winning in the Olympics 
Jeanne went to Sweden for a win- 
ter of study in European skating, 
and she has not entered any Am- 
erican style racing contests since 
then - except the races to be run 
on Saturday and Sunday, 

Her time in Europe has benefit- 


ted not only herself, but another 
Skater, Dick Ring, a Lynn boy who 
moved to Wilmington to be in a 
more competitive company. 

Dick is one of the top men skaters 
in the United States today, and he 
has been watching Jeanne’s Olym- 
pic style skating - and learning. 

He may very well be on the 1964 
Olympic team that goes to Toyko, 
as may be Jeanne, and Wilmington 
might have, through its Skating 
Club, two representatives in the 
Olympic Championships! 


The Wilmington Skating Club, in 


the years since 1945 has, of course 
had many presidents, some of them 
skaters, and some non-skaters, 
Many of the presidents have gone 
on to become president of the 
Northeastern Skating Association, 
which is the overall organization 
for the New England region, and in 
turn a part of the Amateur Skating 
Union, the national organization, 

The current president is 19 year 
old Mike Weinberg, son of Meyer 
Weinberg, a former president, and 
sister of Nancy, one of the top up- 
and-coming youngsters in the club,
